There are four episodes of Harri- 
man’s brief career in the limelight of 
the railway and financial stage 
which have been and still are the 
subject of criticiam. MHarriman's 
controversy with President Roose- 
velt, to which Mr. Kennan devotes 
considerable space, need hardly be 
included. That was not in reality a 
matter of large concern; it involved 
narrow and personal views of men 
and things in private and public life, 
and it was not in the least creditable 
to either party in the controversy. 
Waiving, , that unpleasant 
‘affair, there remain for discusdéion, 
as Mr. Kennan himself recognizes 
by the division of his chapters, the 
Chicago & Alton episode, the test 
for control of the Illinois Central, 
the fight for the Northern Pacific 
and the subsequent use in the stock 
market of the Union Pacific surplus. 

The p@rchase and subsequent al- 
leged overcapitalization of the Chi- 
cago & Alton by Mr. Harriman and a 
group of financial colleagues, fol- 
lowed eventually, after Harriman’s 
withdrawal from the property, 
serious financial difficulties of the 
Alton, is a confused episode. The of- 
ficial criticism of Mr, Harriman’'s 
connection with this property, espe- 
cially at the time of its subsequent 
investigation by the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission, was extremely 
severe: probably it overstated the 
case. Yet Harriman himself would 
hardly have claimed the Alton as 
among the achievements on which 
he would have wished to rest his 
reputation as a successful railway 
financier. Mr. Kennan argues the 
matter at great length and in great 
detail. On the whole, the reader 
will be able to get from the narra- 
tive a sufficient view of the leading 
points at issue to make up his own 
mind on the merits of the case. 

Mr. Kennan’s discussion of the 
Ilinois Central episode must be re- 
garded with more reservation, be- 
cause it consists wholly of a personal 
attack on the President of the com- 
puny whom Harriman displaced as a 
result of that dispute. As is usual in 
such matters, there was something 
to say on both sides of the contro- 
versy, but Mr. Kennan's story is so 
absolutély one-sided as to give to the 
readér the impression that there was 
nothing to be said on the other side. 
The railway community of that day 
was perfectly aware that this was 
not so.

exactly the same as Luden- 
dorff the politician: he never 
knows what he wants."’ 

That sentence sums up concisely 
what is probably. the most sav- 
age attack on the military and po- 
litical abilities of Ludendorff that 
has been printed since the collapse 
of the German Empire. 

It is not made by any citizen of 
the countries whose armies were re- 
cently arrayed against those of Lu- 
dendorff; it is not the work of one 
of the Generals who fought him, or 
of a military expert of France, Great 
Britain, the United States or any 
other land of the Allies. The author 
of the attack, the man who brands 
Ludendorff as a child in politics and 
a soldier devoid of all the attributts 
of military genius, is a German, one 
of the foremost war experts of Ger- 
many. 

This is by no means the first criti- 
cism of ‘Ludendorff and the principies 
which he incarnates that has borne 
the signature of Hans Delbriick; 
already he has printed a number of 
diatribes against the defeated Prus- 
sian leader, some of which have 
called forth furious replies from the 
latter. But ‘Delbriick’s new on- 
slaught transcends all his others in 
scope and bitterness. Just as Luden- 
dorff sought, m the most recent of 
his three volumes on the war, to 
sum up, once for all, his belief that 
his leadership was entirely above re- 
proach, both politically and mili- 
tarily, so Delbrtick, his implacable 
enemy, now tries, once for all, to 
shear away every vestige of military 
and political laurel from Luden- 
dorff's brow, to prove him the man, 
above all others, primarily respon- 
sible for Germany’s total defeat. 
Now and then Delbriick associates 
somebody else with Ludendorff: in 
this responsibility, as when he 
writes: ‘* Just as once two great 
men, Bismarck and Moltke, built up 
the German Empire, so two others 
destroyed it: Tirpitz and Luden- 
dorff.'" But, as a rule, it is upon 
Ludendorff alone that he pours his 
shots; and it is with statements 
taken from Ludendorff’s own books 


’ and other utterances that Delbriick 


seeks to crush the defeated General-- 
hence the name chosen for the book, 
** Ludendorff Portrayed by Him- 
self.’’ 


The kernel of Delbriick’s accusa- 
tions is that Ludendorff made it im- 
possible for Germany to arrive at a 
‘** peace of understanding ’’ with her 
foes, and then, having committed 
her to a war to the bitter end, 
brought her to ruin, because neither 
his abilities nor the resources at his 
disposal were such as to make possi- 
ble the sweeping Germany military 
victory upon which he insisted. And 
the critic does not. even grant Lu- 
dendorff the merit of consistency; 
the great crime of the German leader, 
in Delbriick’s eyes, is that, through- 
out the war, he never had a definite, 


friendly to Bethmann Hollweg, did 
not dare face the responsibility of 
having Ludendorff reliaquish. the 
leadership of the German armies. 
Therefore he accepted the resigna- 
tion of Bethmann Hollweg, which 
that statesman placed in his hands at 
the same time, and thus rid, Luden- 
dorff of the man whom -he consid- 
ered the arch-enemy of his policies. 


Holiweg, other Chancellors took up 
the reins of Germany’s civil govern- 
ment, only to continue, declares Del- 


mnmann Hollweg, in other words, did 
hot ge beyond driving him from of- 
fice. Having hopelessly unsettled 
the internal affairs of Germany by 
asserting the supremacy of the mili- 
tary over the civil arm of the Gov- 
ernment, Delbriick pointy out, Lu- 
dendorff did—nothing! 

And here the critic takes up the 
fascinating conjecture, which haz 
occurred to so many, Germans and 
others: ‘°** Suppose there had been 
a Bismarck in the Wilhelmstrasse 
during the World War insfead of a 
Bethmann Hollweg? ’’ Admitting 
frankly the futility of such‘ con- 
jectures, Delbriick nevertheless can- 
not resist giving his idea of what a 
Bismarck would have done under the 
conditions existing in 1917. Bis- 
marck, he says, would have gone to 
his imperial master, refused flatly to 
acquiesce in Ludendorff’s ¥

“Having done his best to destroy 
Ludendorff’s political reputation, 
Delbriick turns to his military record 
and impugns that in terms fully as 
scathing and vindictive. Net content 
with criticising the German military 
operations when Ludendorff and 
Hindenburg were in supreme com- 
mand of the German armies, he even 
puts part of the blame on L.udendorff 
for previous campaigns. 

According to Delbriick, there is a 
belicf among German staff officers 
that the form which the German in- 
vasion of France in 1914 took was 
due to Ludéndorff, who was chief of 
the general staff department of oper- 
ations between 1908 and 1913. 
Originally, the Kaiser’s experts had 
favored the so-called Schlieffen plan, 
which called for the extension of the 
left flank of the armies of invasion 
only as far as Strassburg, thus leav- 





for his removal from the Ch st 
ship, and suggested to the Kaiser as 
the best course that a wedge be 
driven between Ludendorff and Hin- 
denburg, in such a way that, eventu- 
ally, Ludendorff, the undesirable 
member of the team, should be 
forced to retire, while Hindenburg, 
the man whose tremendous prestige 
in Germany made him really valua- 
ble, should be retained at the head 
of the Germati armies. After that 
(Delbriick’s imaginary Bismarck is 
made to add) another man, more 
able and more tractable than Luden- 
dorff, could be associated with Hin- 
denburg in the supreme army com- 
mand and the war could be prose- 
cuted in such a way as to secure for 
the Central Powers whatever advan- 
tage it was possible to secure for 
them by the harmoniousemployment 
of political and military weapons. 
There must be no more dangling be- 
fore the German people of the 
promise of a complete military vic- 
tory beyond the power of anybody 
to win. 

Delbriick shows himself a par- 
tisan of Bethnmgann Hollweg against 
Ludendorff in the furious con- 
troversy between the two that arose 
after the war and has continued even 
after the ex-Chancellor’s death—the 
second volume of Bethmann Holl- 
weg’s war memoirs appeared after 
its author had dead for some 
time. To be sure, Delbriick is no 
great enthusiast for the Chancellor, 
in whose acts he picks many flaws; 
but, as compared with Ludendorff, 
he sees in him a man who at least

They are all sketches 
of Sim Fein activities, «f men 
venturing all for their country, and 
they are indubitebly written by a 
man whose whole sympathies go out

Two types in these sketches will 
stand out.in the mind of the reader, 
and he does not necessarily have to 
be an Trish sympathizer to feel the 
utmost edmiration for them. There 
is the type of the old Fenian, the 
man who has fought and conspired 
in the past for a free Ireland and 
gone down to defeat with his ideals 
unimpaired and the dream still 
bright before his eyes. Such a man 
is old Muirish in the sketch called 
** The Ember.’’ To this old fighter 
comes the writer of the sketch flee- 
ing from the English after Easter 
Week, and it, is from the hands of 
this old lion that the writer receives 
the little bag of money which had 
been saved for fifty years. it is 
Fenian gold, money that had been 
collected years before. Old Muirish 
says: 

‘Tis queer * * * but ’tis 
often I found myself speaking to 
that little bag of gold the same 
as if it would be a Christian man. 
** Ye're useless,” I’d say to it, “‘ I 
may as well throw ye into the 
river. If I hand ye over to the 
young men nowadays ‘tis on the 
hounds they’d spend ye, or on the 
goaling, maybe.” That's what I'd 
say to it: and yet I was wrong;

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LONDON, May 10. 

HERE has just been issued a 

remarkable and interesting re- 

port of the movement to pro- 

vide sailors with good ship 
libraries, which was initiated about 
three years ago by the World 
Association for Adult Education. 
The foundation stone was laid when 
in the old er burial ground at 
Jordans, in Buckinghamshire, the 
following simple 
passed: ‘‘ That it is desirable to es- 
tablish a system of education for 
adult seamen."’ 

The result has been the placing of 
good libraries in many ships. A 
sailor has a fair amount of leisure 
at sea, and has devised a good many 
ways of filling it, or rather of ‘‘kill- 
ing” it. Woodcarving and knit- 
timg have been popular expedients. 
‘One man, we are told, bought an old 
sewing machine, which he seems to 
have put through as many functions 
and evolutions as Max Adeler’s 
step-ladder. He converted it into a 
fretwork machine, then into a pen- 
cil-sharpener, then into a tobacco- 
chopper and knife-cleaner, and fi- 
nally, by some miracle not disclosed, 
into a mouse-trap. At Jordans, in 
sight of William Penn’s grave, it 
was thought that, excellent and 
harmless ag these occupations are, 
they might with advantage be made 
to compete with the delights . of 
reading. A list of 200 books as a 
sort of standard, or nucleus, was 
drawn up, various principles were 
discussed and adopted, and ship- 
owners were approached.

posures. In their choice the na- 
tions have the alternative of chaos 
or Christ. 

While Mr. McCann is entitled to 
a hearing on such matters of detail 
as the significance of the Trinil, Ne- 
anderthal and other remains and the 
genealogical tables which are sup- 
posed to indicate the course of hu- 
man descent from the ape, wild as- 
sertions like those just quoted dem- 
onstrate how sadly astray he has 
been led by prejudice or perversity.

That Professor Osborn 
may have erred in his demonstra-

created a situation which would inevita- 
bly have resulted fn the establishment of 
an official censorship—that is, political 
censorship—for the stage, similar to that 
now in effect in the motion-picture field. 

“‘ Byery one, including evén representa- 
tives of aniti-vice societies, disapproves 
of the actual results of such a censor- 
ship, and it was for the ‘purpose of 
evolving a better plan that, at the sug- 
geston of the Authors’ League and the 
Actors’ Equity Association, the Joint 
Committee ‘Opposed to Political Censor- 
ship was formed. 

The Joint Committee consists of repre- 
sentatives from the Authors’ League, the 
Actors’ Equity Association, the Produc- 
ing Managers’. Association, the Amer- 
ican. Dramatists, the Better Public 
Shows Movement and the Drama 
League. ‘ 

“The meetings of the committee have 
been marked by complete unanimity of 
opinion as to the existence of a condi- 
tion in the theatre which calls for cor- 
rection, and a further unanimity of opin- 


fon that political censorship would not, 


be a practical remedy. 

‘All the delegates who have attended 
the . meetings have consistently upheld 
the right of the-author to discuss any 
subject whatever, in a play or other 
work of art, so long as the discussion 
be serious in fits point of view; and they 
“have. all gone on record as opposed to 
any plan which: would result in the sup- 
pression of an honest and serious play 
on any subject whatever. It has been 
the purpose of the committee to. devise 
‘ways and means for eliminating friv- 
olous. plays of a purely Indecent and 
salacious character. 

‘The plan finally adopted was first 
suggested in rough outline by Winthrop 
Ames of the’ Managers’: Association. Mr. 
Ames suggested the establishment of

There is @ French -interest in both 
dates. The setilérs who arrived in 
May, 1623, were Walloons, Protestant 
refiigees. from France, who. were sent 
over here by. the Dutch West Indias 
Company. Verrazano, ajthough an Ital- 
jan, was the commander of a French ex- 
pedition. There was a trading post on 
Manhattan Island before May, 1623, but 
that-date marked the arrival of the first 
permanent settlers and civic organiza- 
tion. This first_colonizing has been de- 
scribed as follows in ‘‘ The Memorial 
History of the City of New York”: 

“* For the transportation of these fifty 
or sixty families, there was provided, by 
thd. Amsterdam Chamber of the West 
India. Company, @ vessel of great size 
for. that. day, having more than three 
times the dimensions of the Half Moon, 
or @ measurement of 260 tons. It was 
appropriately christened the New Neth- 
erland. . Thirty of the Walloon families 
were placed upon her, and it was care- 
fully planned in advance how these were 
to be distributed into various settle- 
ments. Part of them were.to go to the 
South ._ River, and Cornelius Jacobsen 
May, who was made Captain of the New 
Netherland, was appointed to be Direc- 
tor er Governor of the settlement there 
to be planted. But he was te have a 
general survey of the whole expedition 
and of the plantation in America. 'Pro- 
ceeding first to the heat’ of' navigation 
on the Hadson, he was te restore the 
former fort there orbuild a. new one, 


“The setting out ef this first coloniz- 


‘jing expedition to New Netherland can- 


not he regarded without interest. It 
left Amsterdam in March, 1623, ‘or 
?nearly a year after the application of 
the Walloon families had been laid be- 
fore the States of Holland. ~It. reached 
the mouth of the Hudson in. May, and 
several incidents connected with its ar- 
rival, as well as the facts just stated, 
have been preserved for us by the con- 


Tiver, perhaps now, or else on its return 


later, leaving a part of the Walloons 
upon Manhattan Island.' At any rate 
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ye Deponent came from Albany and set- 
tled at..N. Yorke where she lived after- 
wards for many years and then came to 
Long Island.’’ 

Within a few months: after the ar- 
rival of the New. Netherland, or the 
Unity, as Catelyn Tricot called it 
another body. of Walloons came over 
from Holland in three ships—the Orange 
Tree, the Eagle, and the Love. In 1623 
the Dutch .States-General granted the 
New Netherlands the official seal of a 
province and the settlement began to 
prosper. 

As to the discovery by Verrazano a 
hundréd years earlier, his. claim ‘went 
unchallenged for more than three cen- 
turies, but has in thé last fifty years 
been the subject of much controversy 
among scholars. ‘‘'The Narrative and 
Critical History of America,"’ which is 
pro-Verrazano, gives the following ac- 
count of the documents on which his 
claim Tests: 

“The authorities for the voyage of 
Verrazano are two copies of his letter, 
written to the King of Spain from 
Dieppe, July 8, 1524, on his return from 
the voyage, Both of these are, however, 
Italian ‘translations of the letter, the 
original of which does not exist. One 
was printed by Ramusio in 1656°in the 
third volyme of his collectich of voy- 
ages. The other was found many years 
later in the Strozzi library in Florence 
and was first published in 1841 by the 
New. York Historical Society, with a 
translation made by Dr. J. G. Coggs- 
well. With this Strozai iétter was found 
@ letter written by Fernando Garii from 
Lyons, Aug. 4, 1524, to his father in 


Florence, accounting for sending Ver} 


the. authenticity of the narrative.” °

@ half dozen wears. But I saw no’evi- 
dences which would support the belief 
that.

How did Lenin impress you?" 

“Well, he was’a sick man when I 
saw him last,’ replied the Governor. 
“He had the sallow took of a man 
suffering from reduced vitality, and a 
nervous, - abstracted manner which 
showed that he was working’ on reserve 
energy,, He is. a little man, with a 
straight, penetrating eye, who says little 
and has tricd to avoid public intercourse 
s0 far as possible, especially in the Iaat 
year. ‘There was much talk in Moscow 
about hig iliness, which I understood to 
be largely the result of wounds at the 
hands, of an attempted assassin. Most 
of his time lately has beef apént on & 
farm not far from the capital, where he 
is in. retirement from everybody... “The 
people of Moscow, and even the leading 
officials of their Government, probably 
know.as little about his movemente as 
we in New York."’ a 
The gathering troubles of Russia over 


Gdvernor Goodrich’s attention as a Phe 
able causé-of early trouble for the Gow 
ernment. Now that the Soviet authori: 
ties have announced-an end of the 
ruble-as a” basis. of vatuation, er 
substitution of some plan where’ 
worth of ‘all ‘services. will be measured 
inigoods, .paper rubles literally are sell;

‘such a étep. would mean the impoverish- 
ment of & nation over night, but in. Rus- 
ala the basis of conimon cata pn 
paper rublé, has ‘fallen ‘so low th=t:

“A large part of the trading in asia 
‘has beén carried on for. some. time by 
méans: of barter,” said Gévernor Good- 
rich. .** What the outcome of the enor 
mous ruble isspes is to be only'a prophet 
could tell, But it is an interesting re- 
flection that under “the rate recently: 
quoted for paper rubles all of those ip 
existence could be taken up for aboat 
$25,000,000. gold. This: would mean, of 
course, the discrediting of Soviet money, 
but it already has reached sich alow 
stage that official admission of ‘inabil- 
ity to make good would mean little, -be- 
calise the Soviet money is worthléss. out- 
side of Russia anyway, and there could 
be no international complications. The 
Russians themselves already have suf- 
fered the losa in valuation, so that if 
all of the paper .rubles were wiped. off 
the slate the actual loss even. within the 
borders of Russia would be only $25,000, - 
000 gold.’’ 

The change of Lenin's policy in per- 
mitting the resumption of trade and in 
prospective concessions abroad, intended 
to reopen international relations, appar- 
ently have made no unfavorable impres- 
sion on the Russian mind, in the opinion 
of Governor’ Goaddrich, 

“The Russian peasant, who represents 
the real political. mass,’is fundamentally 
interested in only oné thing, and that is 
his land,” said the Governor. “' Ho 
knows that Lenin, at least the party for 
which. Lenin standg, gave him his land, 
and hé is likely to passively grant it his 
support so long as he keeps the land. 
THis yearning for land is ages. old in 
Russia, where the peasant for centuries 
worked on the land of others, and slowly 
comprehended that, he never, could . be 
independent until he had “his own Jand. 
Now. that he has it, I-cannot conceive of 
anything that will shake him from Tt 


ing against the leaders. who put this land 
in his hands. . It is pretty safe to assume’ 
that Lenin's power résts on as solid a 
foundation as that of any relative Huro- 
pean Government.” 

‘* Does the average Russian feel strong- 
ly about the extension.of a Communistic 
government to other countries?’ Gov- 
ernor Goodrich was asked. ‘Is it true 
that ‘the Russians believe ‘themselves 
called upon to undertake a kind of 
crusade in behalf of the proletariat else- 
where?’ .~ 

“T° was present at &@ political gather- 
ing.in a big. Moscow theatre that would 
just--answer your question,’ .said,’ the 
Governor. ‘' ere. was some talk about 
the “Third International: and) what. Rua- 
sia was called upon to do’for the pro- 
letariat of other countries, .-I gathered 
from niy. interpreter that. one ‘of. the 
speakers thought this should be a good 
deni, but-there waa no special enthu- 
siasm until a young Russian got up and 
said; ‘Why .talk about other ‘countries 
yand what.we should do for them? What 
have they done.for us?. I am not an 
internationalist; the Third International 
means nothing to me. I am a Russian 
atid stand for Russia.’ - 

‘The cheering made the theatre ring,’’ 
continued the Governor.” “* The audience 
stood up, waving its hands and throwing 
its hats just ad a crowd might do here. 
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That apis is typleal of Russia today. 
I.found-the, people intensely nationalistic 
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and there ig no prospect of his ever turn-*

’ How did.Russia appear, compared 
with other civilized natiéns? ** the Gov- 
ernor wag asked. ‘‘ Was there much 
lawlessness, and how did the people 
seem to ‘be getting on in their home

‘“Ec did mot. see very much difference 
between Russia and any otlier place;’’ ho 
answered, “ if we discount the wretched- 
ness caused by disorganization of all ac- 
tivities, and famine conditions over’ 's 
broad area. I felt just as safe in Rus- 
sia as in the United States. The people 
are going about their ordinary affairs, 
and Sovietrule does not seem to have 
had any effect on everyday existence 
except in an economic way. The worst 
of the suffering has passed and We are 
im sight off the time when it may be 
said that Russia las a chance to recu- 
perate.”’ ‘ 

The Governor was asked what ap- 
peared to Be the one outstanding nead 
before this recovery could begin.

Her railroads and. in- 
dustries Heed Uuncdinted:: tons’, of ‘ma- 
tertals of all kinds and years will be re- 
quired to. reconstruct her basic indus- 
tries. Once production is started on any- 
thing like. a normal scale Russia can, 
of course, begin to supply her. own 
needs, although the’ country never has 
been an:industrial nation. ‘It will take 
a long time to reath the point of 1914. 

But the big need is proper methods 
and organization. Everything else is 
dependent upon ‘that. Just to show

BANKRUPT LESSEES. 


Decision Rendered by Judge Mack 
_of U. &. Sircuit Court. 


A recent ruling by Judge Mack of the 
Circuit Court of the United States radi- 
cally alters the rights of receivers in 
bankruptcy. with respect to bankrupt) 
lessees holding under a term for three 
years or less, : 

“Heretofore, all leases of bankrupts 
affecting real estate were seized and 
treated by the receiver as any other 
asset, and disposed of as such unless 
the lease by its terms terminated upon 
the filing of a petition by or’ against 


the lessee ‘or other . insolvency act, 
commonly called a ** bankruptcy 
clause."’ 


In the case of Leitner & Bisenberg in 
bankruptcy 31922, United States District 
Court, Second District of. New York, 
upon an application’ made by Carlyle 
Finkelstein, attorney, on behalf of the 
bankrupt’s landlord, Section 1410, Subdi- 
vision 4.of the New York Civil Practice 
act was invoked. (which is a, verbatim 
re-enactment of Section 2,231 of the old 
Code of Civil) Procedure), and Judge 
Mack made an order directing the re- 
ceiver to surrender the lease to the 
landlord, 

Section 1410, Subdivision 4, gives the 
landiord the right to mdintain summary 
proceedings in the event that a tenant 
under a lease for a term of three years 
or less has taken the benefit of an in- 
solvent act or has been adjudicated a 
bankrupt under a bankrupt law of the 
United States, 

“This statute,’’ said Mr. Finkelstein, 
‘* will probably be strictly construed and 
the remedy will not He, in. my opinion, 
unless the landlord can. bring himself 
Bquarely under its \provisions. 

“ Though this statute has been on the 
books for a great niany years, this is 
the first ‘time it has beeh invoked, so 
far as an examination of the reports 
discloses. 

‘“‘In view .of the, fact that merchants 
do “not generally in this section ask for 
or reecive leases for periods longer than 
three years, this statute will be ap- 





plicable in most: bankruptcies."’
